In 
an effort to promote communication of lessons learned and best 
practices, the U.S. Army Environmental Command (USAEC) has 
developed a listserv primarily for the Army NEPA community.  
The listserv brings together NEPA practitioners from across 
the Army to share advice, expertise and resources, as well as 
the latest in case law and applications related to the NEPA process.

Membership

All federal agency (civilian and military) and non-federal personnel 
are eligible to participate.  The listserv is considered a federal 
activity; therefore, non-federal applicants require a federal 
agency point of contact (POC) to sponsor membership.  Please 
discuss sponsorship with your potential federal point of contact 
prior to joining.
